It 1s not that the | 
vandidate in question was a heathen, or an atheist, denying there is a God, 
and wholly devoted to worldly things and lacking all the finer ideals in life,— | 
no, he believes in, and worships the same God as those who attacked him, | 
but he was born into and brought up.to respect certain doctrines and forms | 
in one particular branch of the Christian church, just as his opponents were 
born into and brought up to respect and accept the doctrines and forms of 
worship in other branches of the Christian church. But these Christians 
could not agree’to disagree on these minor matters and unite on the great 
fundamentals of Christianity itself. With what result? 

Great national issues affecting the whole life and future of the country, 
such ag the prohibitory liquor laws, the tariff, the improvement of agricul- 
ture, public ownership of public utilities versus private and’ monopolistic | 
control, and other real national questions, all became confused and mixed up 
in the minds of millions of people with the really inconsequential subject 
of obe man’s chucrh affiliation.

CALGARY SHOULD RESPHROT 
RIGHTS OF OTHERS 


The council of the city of Calgary 
has endorsed a number of money by- 
laws which are to be presented to the 
electors for their approval. The by- 
laws will include one for $380,000 for 
storm sewers, sanitory sewers, and 
replacements; one for $50,000 for im- 
provements in'the waterworks sys- 
tem; a $50,000 fire department by- 
law; and one for $102,000 for the 
widening and paving of Centre Stret 
north cut. : 

In the program-of the Calgary city 
council there is no mention of a by- 
law for the building of sewage dis- 
posal works, 80 apparently the coun- 
cil is passing this up. 

A ice pl «gal ,Works in Cal- 
gary is of importance to the 
people of Basgano, for we get our 
water supply from, athe Bow River 
and it is into this river that the City 
of Calgary dumps its raw sewage. 

According ito the Provincial Health 
Act, it is unlawful fdr a city or town 
to dump raw sewagé into a stream 
and yet Calgary, has* been doing this 
for years and getting away with it, 
and, so far as we know, not even so 
much as a mild protest from the 
provincial health authorities in Bd- 
monton. ia

health department.? She refuses to. 


comply with the héalth regulations: 


ofthe province. Slie frames by-laws 
but ignores -the need of a utility 
for the improvement of streets, fire 


department, and other public works, .

A great deal has been written and 
said about health habits, and about 
the importance of starting the child 
on life’s adventure with proper 
health habits.

Manitoba Mining Zone

The zone also embraces the Sherritt- 
Gordon copper-zinc properties and 
many other mineral properties which 
are within its limits.
